for two hours the propriety of t'ongiderin^ 
the fisheries treaty in open session, or of 
admitting an otlicial reporter with a view 
to having tho discussion reported and sub 
sequently made public in whole or in part. 
Several resolutions were pending, one hy 
Riddleberger providing for open discus- 
sion; onu by Hour for :i stenographer's 
report for subsequent publication, and onu 
hy Morgan for a report for the confiden- 
tial use of tho senate only. The Hour 
resolution, slightly amended by Mr. Til- 
ler, was finally adopted, and it is 
probable the donate will be published in 
full to-day. Thu question of giving pub 
lioity to the reports, adverse to and in 
support of tho treaty, was then discussed 
and tho injunction of secrecy removed 
from both. The majority report, al ter an 
extended review of tho objections 
urged and criticisms of the method 
of negotiation, summarizes the ob- 
jections to tho treaty as follows: 
1st. Tho United States recognizes the 
British an territory and renounces forever 
all claim of liritiah North American 
coasts named in tho treaty and admits 
that all such bays form part of and arc 
within British territorial sovereignty and 
jurisdiction. 

2d. Of the fow of such great bays thai 
are left to be visited by Americtin fisher- 
men the larger [tart are understood to be 
valueless and some of them are subject to 
French tishery rights, other than our | 
own, if they are British bays. 

,'ird. If bay fishing is not prolitable I 
now it ma) bu in tho future. 

4th. Whether profitable or not, t he 
United States ought not to give up upon 
any consideration whatever the right of 
its vessels of every character to visit and 
carry on business in any part of the pub- 
lic seas. 

5th. Tho treaty surrenders the claim 
and right of tho United States, which has 
been acted upon and exercised for now 
more than a century of its vessels engaged 
in fishery or other occupations to visit 
and carry on their business in these great 
bays, and tho principle of which claim 
and right has onco been .solemnly decided 
against Great Britain by a tribunal organ- 
ized under a treaty with that government. 

6th. The now area of delimitation de- 
scribed in tho treaty greatly increases the 
danger of our fishermen unintentionally 
invading the prohibited waters and there- 
by exposing them to censure and penal- 
ties. 

7th. The treaty by its fifth article re- 
nounces uny right of tho United States in 
any bay, however large, that cannot be 
reached from the sea without passing 
water three marine miles mentioned in 
act 1 of tho convention of October 20th, 
1818, thus excluding vessels of the United 
Status from all waters, however extensive, 
nnd the distance between whoso li mid- 
lands is however great, the sailing channel 
which may happen to be within three 
miles of tho shore. 

8th. The treaty is a complete surrender 
of any claim of a ri^ht now existing 
either under the treaty of 1783, tho treaty 
of 1818, the acts of congress, and thu 
British ordors-in-council of 1830, or the 
2'Jlh articlo of the treaty of 1871, for 
vessels of the United Status engaged in 
fishing anywhere on tho high seas and 
even having a commercial charter, also, 
to enter any port of British North Amer- 
ica for any commercial purpose whnteve,- 
and ports in place of the secular rights, 
at which in respect of British lish- 
ing vessels exist in the United States 
to the full extent, the greatly restricted 
and conditional rights as arising solely 
from tho present grant of Great Britain. 

0th. It binds the United States to be 
content with whatever is given by this 
treaty as a fult measure of its rights and 
to bo content with it forever, or until 
greater hospitality and freedom of inter- 
course can bo obtained by further conces- 
sions or considerations on our part. 

10th. In tho face of all this, it leaves 
the British North American fishing vessels 
possessed of all commercial rights in all 
ports and waters of tho United States. 

Ilth. Whatever privileges of com- 
merce, hospitality or humanity, arc thus 
provided for in the treaty, aro to be ob- 
tained only upon condition that no fishing 
vessel of thu United Status shall receive 
any of them, unless such lishing vessels 
shall, undor regulations of the secretary 
of the treasury of tho United States, be 
branded with an official number on each 
bow, and that such regulations shall, be- 
fore they becomo effectual, be commun- 
icated to Her Majesty's government. 

12th. It provides that the general, 
and oven tho much limited commercial 
rights of transhipment as mentioned in 
article 15, shall he obtained only at the 
price of exempting all Canadian fishory 
products from our custom duties. 

13. Its provisions concerning the ex- 
ecutive and judicial treatment of Ameri- 
can vessels and fishermen that may bu 
seized or arrested for supposed illegal 
conduct, are to make tho most of them, 
nothing other and probably something 
less than the statement of what laws and 
conduct of any administration of every 
government professing to be civilized 
should adopt and exercise as an not of 
duly and justice. 

14th. Instead of diminishing sources 
of irritation and cause of difficulty, differ 
ent interpretation and dispute, it will, the 
committee thinks, very largely increase 
them. 

Various other suggest ions averse to the 
wisdom of ratifying this treaty might 
easily he made, but tho committee does 
not think it necessary to go into them. 
Tho majority report concluded as follows: 
The committee cannot but hope that if 
these ill-advised negotiations, which, as is 
known to all the world, cannot properly 
commit the United Status in any dogroe 
until thoy shall have received tho consti- 
tutional consent of the senate, shall fail to 
meet tho approval of this body, Her 
Majesty's government will take measures 
to secure justice and fair treatment in her 
North American dominions to American 
vessels and American citizens in all re- 
spects and all circumstances, and that that 
government will see the justice and pro- 
priety of according to American vessels 
engaged in the business of lishing all 
commercial rights nnd facilities in her 
North American ports that are so freely 
and cheerfully accorded to her own in the 
ports of tho United States, and that this 
friendship and good feeling which ought 
to exist between neighboring nations, 
may bo finally established and scoured." 
The majority resents tho President's action 
in declining tosubmit all theoorrespondonco 
incidental to tho negotiations of tho treaty 
and tho assumption that a portion of such 
correspondence could bo entrusted ex- 
clusively to tho discretion and control of 
the oxocutivo, nnd properly withheld from 
tho senate, is believed to bo contrary to 
tho essential nature of the constitutional 
relations between tho president and thu 
senate, and in violation of continuous 
practice from tho foundation of the gov- 
ernment.

It is claimed that it 
is belter to resort to a treaty arrangement 
for the regulation of our fisheries rights 
I than to depend simply upon thu law of 
| nations. The treaty under consideration 
| will, it is believed, lead to a full and amic- 
able adjustment of all troubles which 
j have arisen, and is far in advance of any- 
, thing that bus so far been demanded of 
I the British government. The measures 
of retaliation, non -intercourse |md other 
J forms of hostility are deprecated, and it 
is claimed that in the negotiation the 
President has only performed a plain 
' duty and has transferred to the senate thu 
grave responsibility which he has properly 
discharged. The protocol to the treaty 
or tho modus eivendi is defended as an 
honorable and friendly overture to the 
British government, which should bu al- 
lowed to develop by actual experiences, 
The report reviews the provisions of the 
treaty in detail and defends every provis- 
ion, claiming that nothing is yielded that 
is of any value to our fishermen, that tho 
precedent has been carefully followed, 
that Great Britain has yielded bur head- 
land theory and made other important 
concussions and that the treaty presents 
thu only practical and expedient solution 
of a long pending difficulty.

l.onl Carnarvon i:\pliilus. 

London, May 10. — Lord Carnarvon 
publishes a letter in this morning's 'limes, 
replying to Parnell. He says Parnell's 
statements concerning the Irish parlia- 
ment are inconsistent. Giving his own 
opinion, Lord Carnarvon says that three al- 
ternatives are presented the first of which 
alone promised a permanent settlement of 
the question and was greatly divided be- 
tween them and tho third, which offered a 
modus vivendi. The first was the conces- 
sion of a considerable amount of solf-gov- 
ernment; thu second favored tho adoption 
of some form of crown colony govern- 
ment, modified to thu particular wants of 
tho country. Thu third, in the event of 
the failure to adopt tho preceding, was a 
firm but generous administration on exist- 
ing linos with improvements in the law, 
increased power to the viceroy and a set- 
tlement of the land question. After ex- 
amining these in detail, Lord Carnarvon 
declared ho is satisfied that the govern 
ment elected to adopt the third plan, a 
course which he cordially supports. 



Airy uuil Optimistic. 

The Times this morning says: "Mr. 
Stanhope was too airy and opti- 
mistic last night at the moment 
when our most serious deficiencies are un- 
fortunately of a kind which cannot be 
rapidly supplied whatever efforts may be 
mado." 

The rnrnellites Mistake. 

Michael Davitt said in an interview to- 
day, that the plan of extension of county 
government for Ireland before homo rule 
was secured was a fatal blunder. He said 
that ho feared that if tho Parnellites con- 
tinued to ask for local government the 
government would take them at their 
word and grant them that alone. 

Ilnrconrton tho Vatican. 

Sir Win. Vernon Harcourt, addressing 
a meeting at Croydon to-night, said that 
with all ruspuct to tho Pope, he would re- 
mind his hearers that tho Vatican, in deal- 
ing with temporal politics, had always 
been distinguished for allying itself with 
the worst forms of oppressive government, 

Breach Between Hie Liberals and 1 Inloalsts. 

The liberals, who havo felt until recent- 
ly sanguine of a reconciliation between 
their forces and those of tho unionists, 
and have looked forward to such new 
union in tho hope of effecting, by tho 
caiubination thus formed, some of the 
measures they have desired to see inau- 
gurated, acknowledge their chances of 
reconciling the unionists are small. Glad- 
stonu's arrangements to speak in Birming- 
ham (the very eontre and abodo of the 
unionists) is asullicont indication that the 
hist hope of the two partios acting in con- 
sort has gone. Until now tho lib- 
eral leader 1ms been so careful of 
the feeling of his opponents in tho union- 
ist ranks that ho never would consent to 
speak at Birmingham, but now that ho 
proposes to do so, it shoivs very plainly 
that the "Grand Old Man" has given up 
the del'cate task of conciliating tho 
enemy. 

The report that Chamberlain and Morley 
were to visit at tho same time at tho house 
of Sir Win, Harcourt, which has caused 
so much speculation and comment in po- 
litical quarters, has proved to bo untrue. 
The liberal and unionist aro not. it seems, 
to meet on such common ground. Cham- 
berlain will taku his departure from Sir 
William's hospitable abode before Morley 
makes his appearance. 

Thu Times says the protocol drawn up 
hy tho sugar conference will establish a 
treaty abolishing sugar bounties, and it is 
hoped tho treaty will bo signed in duly. 

Cipher Dispatches Dead, 

United Ireland, Win. O'Brion's paper 
prints to-day the following translation of 
an alleged cipher dispatch, which was 
sont from Dublin Castle to the resident 
magistrates in Ireland: "If Dillon appears 
in your district have him carefully 
shadowed, have all his movements watch- 
ed and reported. Let every effort be 
made to secure notes of his ciphers and 
any made by O'Brien."

The fope en llovcettlng. 

Roxm, May 10. — The Popo, in convers- 
ing with an official of the Vatican to-day, 
took exception to Parnoll's recent remark 
on tho papal rescript. Tho Popo said 
that the nationalists themselves disap- 
proved of boycotting and the plan of cam- 
paign. Still, it was nioro the duty of the 
spiritual office to tell the people tho ob- 
jectionable character of their a«tions. 



Halrulloii Army MovcmenlH. 

MONTREAL, May 10.— The Salvation 
Army aro holding a great jubilee cele- 
bration this week, which has been attend- 
ed by vast crowds. Major Spooner, divi- 
sional leader, announces that this Fall 
cadets will be sent two by two to tho 
French portion of tho province 
willing to lay down thoir lives if called 
upon. It is expected some will have do 
so, for many threats and warnings have 
already been received. Especially was 
this the case at Three Rivers, where they 
were warned that vows had been taken to 
kill the first Salvation cadet making an 
appearance. Feeling there is more bitter 
than elsewhere, because a Catholic priest, 
converted in Montreal, is now holding 
meetings under tho army's auspices in 
western Canada. This statement caused 
a decided sensation. The priest referred 
to is Rev. Phillip do Sailiero, formerly a 
Trappist monk, who labored many years 
in the mission field of the Northwest. 
Coming to Montreal ho was persuaded to 
attend the meeting of the French army and 
became convered to itsdoctrines. Ho is now 
at headquarters in Toronto, will shortly 
leave at tho head of tho Mountain brigade, 
which will start to march across tho north- 
west to Vancouver. This brigade con- 
sists of hardy men, who, carrying nothing 
but their knapsacks, will visit the various 
settlements among tho mountains, hold- 
ing meetings among the railway navvies 
and settlers. Wnrk among the North- 
west Indians is also about to commence, 
as somo recent converts in Manitoba 
know tho language and havo volunteered 
for the work. "Our style," said the 
major, "just suits the Indians." 

The Brazilian tSchcme. 

A syndicate, at tho head of which stands 
Hon. Mr. Abbott, and in which a num- 
ber of United States and Canadian capi- 
talists aro interested, has been formed for 
tho purpose of establishing a Railway and 
Navigation Co., in Brazil. Steamboats are 
to run on the Amazon and Para rivers 
and railways laid down to connect these 
two streams. It is said tho Emperor of 
Brazil offered great inducements to those 
connected with the enterprise and Mid- 
dleton and Parian, two surveyors formerly 
in the employ of tho Canadian Pacific will 
be sent down to make preliminary sur- 
veys. Tho capital of the company is un- 
derstood to be not far from §100,000,000. 

(inbrlel Dumout la Montreal. 

Gabriel Dumont returned from Quebec 
tind attended mass at Notre Dame this 
morning. He will lecture hero Saturday. 
He declares the half-breeds aro still ill- 
treated, but, as Lauricr has charge of tho 
petition to tho government, ho hopes for 
some redress. The rebel leader said to 
the reporter that the Indians are starving 
about Batocho and on all reserves, and 
would havo been wiped out of existenco 
if it had not been for the Metis who havo 
given them food right along. When asked 
if he blamed tho government for this, 
Dumont replied; "No, not tho govern- 
ment, but its agents, who are not faithful 
to their truat, and who swindle right and 
left tho ignorant and confiding Indians. 
If the Indians are only given a reasonable 
quantity of ammunition they would to 
some dogroo be relieved from their suffer- 
ings, because thoy might hunt about tho 
reserves and obtain a livelihood. The sad 
position of tho Indians is dawning upon 
them every day, and thoy are now per- 
ceiving that the authorities at Ottawa, 
upon whom thoy relied for a livelihood 
and from whom they received a solemn 
promise to that effect, cruelly decoivod 
thorn. I sincerely trust my endeavors to 
bettor thoir condition will nut be unavail- 
ing, and when 1 return I have good news 
for my people." 

The Sew v. I*, it. Lake Steamship. 

Quebec, May 10.— The steamship Al- 
gonquin arrived at 5 p.m. and passed 
through to Montreal where it will be cut 
in two, to allow its passage through the 
canals to the upper lakes. 

A ('nil from .»» Vorli. 

Rev. Father Gill, for many years rector 
of St. Peter's chapel, has received a call 
from a New York congregation. 

Trouble in the l iberal Camp. 

Turgeon, brother of the Superior of the 
Jesuits, now director of the colonization 
branch of the public works department, is 
to be Morcier's deputy in tho now depart- 
ment of agriculture. Much surprise is 
expressed at tho claims of Ross to a port- 
folio in tho reconstructed cabinet being 
ignored.

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THE MECHANICS' LIEN ACT. 

Mr. Duval says lie does not understand 
our last article on this subject. Wo never 
expected that ho would, judging from his 
apparent inability to understand the 
Mechanics' Lien Bill which ho imported 
into this province. Wo hive never said 
that there was a clause in Mr. Bole's bill 
providing that liens might bo verbally re- 
leased, but that thore was no clauso pre- 
venting a lien holder exercising his com- 
mon law right of giving a verbal 
acquittance. There was no error in our 
last article in regard to section 14 of Mr. 
Bole's bill. That section required the 
owner to see that all payments therein re- 
ferred to bo distributed among the work- 
men, etc., and the owner being unwilling 
to trust the contractor he would be 
obliged to distribute it among them from 
his own pocket, in which case the words 
"to such original contractor or sub 
contractor," would be held to imply "oi 
account of such original contractor," since 
tho owner could not distribute the 
money, and give tho same to the 
contractor as well. If lie entrusted 
it to the contractor the words of the sec- 
tion would nevertheless require it to be 
distributed among the men, whether due 
them or not. Mr. Duval does not deny 
that his present somewhat officious ser 
vices were not paid for, and in tho light 
of his abuse of tho Hon. Theo. Davie ho 
cannot complain that any remarks direct- 
ed towards him personally in this connec- 
tion are at all uncharitable. 



GEOLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
THE YUKON EXPEDITION. 



OK 



A recent issue of Science contains a most 
interesting article by Dr. George M. 
Dawson, who was in Victoria last year, on 
"The Geological Observations of the Yu- 
kon Expedition, 1887." The routes fol- 
lowed by the expedition wero selected 
with the purpost* of obtaining as much in- 
formation of a geographical, geological, 
and general character as possible of tho 
great tract of country included in the ex- 
treme northorn part of this province, and 
to the north of the GOth parallel (which 
forms the boundary line), between tho 
Rocky Mountains proper on the east, and 
the borders of Alaska on the west. The 
greater part of this vast region is drained 
by sovoral large tributaries of the Yukon 
River, but these interlock to tho south 
with tributaries of the Stickeen and with 
branches of the Liard, a feeder of tho 
Mackenzie. The results obtained will 
form the subject of a dotailod roport of 
the Geological survey of Canada, but for 
the preparation of this somo time is yet 
required; and Mr. Ogilvie, of tho Domin- 
ion Lands Branch, and Mr. McDonnell, of 
the Geological Survey, are still in the 
field for the purpose of continuing sur- 
veys and explorations next summer. 
Dr. Dawson, however, in his 
notes, submits many points bear- 
ing particularly on tho principal 
geological features of scientific importance, 
which cannot fail to prove interesting to 
our readers. In 187!) a gooloioal traverse 
was made by the Doctor, of the entire 
width of tho Cordillera region, by the 
line of tho Skoeiia and Peace Rivers; but 
this had, so far, remained the most north- 
ern lino of geological examination across 
(ho wido inouutain-bolt of tho west coast 
of tho continent. Tho work of tho past 
summer included a similar traverse of the 
same bolt by the Stickeen, Doaso, and 
Liard Rivers, at a minimum distance of 
two hundred miles north of tho last, and 
extended by the last-named river com- 
pletely through tho Rocky Mountains, to 
the great valley of tho Mackenzie. Tho 
latter part of the traverse was, however, 
undertaken by Mr. McOonnoll, and his 
observations aro not yet available. To 
tho north of this cross-soction tho explor- 
ation extended in tho Yukon basin to the 
mouth of the Ljwes Rivor, noar tho 03d 
parallel. The actual line of travel and 
survey followed tho Liard from its junc- 
tion with tho Dense northward to its 
sources, crossed tho height of land to tho 
Polly noar its head waters, followed that 
river down to tho mouth of tho Lewes, as- 
cended tho Lewos southward to its head, 
and finally, traversing tho coaat mountains 
by tho Chilkoo't Pass, reached tho head of 
Lynn Channel. Tho entire rogion thus 
examined may bo described as mountain- 
ous in general character, though compris- 
ing also wide aroiu of hilly 
or rolling country, and many im- 



portant flat-bottomed »«ver valleys. 
It declines as a whole gi>Uui»lly to the 
north-westward from heights.' of 2,730 
feet at the 8tickeon-Dcase watershed, and 
3,150 feot at tho height of laud' between 
the Liard and Pelly, to 1,550 fee* at the 
confluence of the Lewes and Polly. Tho 
close-sot mountain", forming the coast 
ranges on one hand, and on the other tho 
serried peaks at tho base of which Frances, 
Finlayson, and Polly lakes lie, and which 
represent the western tier of the Rocky 
Mountains, aro here the principal moun- 
tain axes. A third important intermediate 
range, which it is proposed to name tho 
Cassisr Range, is, however, cut through 
by tho Dense River immediately to the 
oast of Deaso Lake. This appears to he 
continuous in a north-westward direction 
to tho Pelly, after reaching which it as- 
sumes a more westward course, and with 
decreasing altitude follows parallel to the 
rivor, which it eventually crosses, near 
the mouth of tho Lewes, in the form of 
low ranges of hills. The trend of the 
subsidiary and less contiguous ranges to 
the west of the Rocky Mountains proper, 
as well as the provaiilig strike 
of tho rocks, partake in ;i similar 
general change in direction, wheeling 
westward in the north in approximate con- 
formity with thooutliue of the Pacific coast. 
Tho rocks throughout the entire rogion 
above outliiu ' present close analogies to 
those already investigated in tho southern 
portions of British Columbia, thus con- 
firming previous statements with respect 
to the great general similarity, in a north- 
westerly and south-easterly direction, of 
tho peculiar geological features of the Cor- 
dillera belt. The coast mountains where 
crossed by tho Stickeen, and again still 
farther north in tho lino of the Chilkoot 
Pass, consist for the most part of granitoid 
rocks, which are generally rich in horn- 
blende and triclinic felspars. With 
these are occasionally included belts 
of crystalline schists, micaceou 
homblendic, the rocks as a whol 
sembling those of Vancouver Island. It 
may bo said, in fact, that the composition 
and structure of the coast ranges is practi 
cally identical wherever they have been 
examined, from the Fraser River to the 
head of Lynn channel, a length of nearly 
nine hundred miles. To the east of those 
ranges, tho country to and including the 
Rocky Mountains proper is chiefly 
characterized by the occurrence and 
wide distribution of paleozoic rocks, 
which often closely resemble those 
provisionally named the Cache Creek 
Series in southern British Columbia 
They include limestones, quartz 
itea, nrgillites, slates and schists, 
with a notable proportion of agglomerates 
and other materials of volcanic origin, and 
are all pretty thoroughly altered and 
hardened and considerably flexed, Near 
Deaso Lake, and again on the Pelly al- 
most on the same lino of strike, import 
nnt beds of serpentine occur and tho as 
sociated rocks in these and many othor 
places are preponderantly schistose and 
slaty, running through a number of 
varieties, hut closely resembling the schis 
toso and slaty rocks of Cariboo, and other 
gold-bearing districts to the south, and 
here also yielding gold. These paleozoic 
rocks are interrupted by granitic aroas, 
which generally rise in the form of ridges 
or mountain elevations, and were in some 
places observed to be flanked by moro or 
less considerable occurrences of crystal 
lino schists, which appear to be more 
highly altered portions of the paleozoic 
The most important of these inland gran- 
itic ranges is that previously referred to 
as the Cassiar Range. Granitic moun- 
tains also, however, occur in the range to 
the east of Frances Lake, and elsewhere 
Fossils aro by no means abundant in the 
paleozoic rocks; but a small collection of 
graptolites was obtained on the Dease, 
which has been submitted to Professor 
L&pworth, and by him pronounced to bo 
of middle ordovieian age, six species being 
recognized, This is, no doubt, the far- 
thest north-western occurrence of a grap 
tolitic fauna so far noted on the continent. 
Carboniferous fossils, notably Fimiliiut 
and Loflutia Columbiana, were obtained 
from limestones in the Liard basin, ami 
again on Tahko or Tagish Luke near the 
head of tho Lewes River. It is probable, 
hewevor, that rocks ranging from the 
Cambrian to tho top of tho paleozoic, and 
possibly also including the triasaic (Van- 
couver or Nicola Series), may bo em- 
braced in this great preponderantly pale- 
ozoic area. Strata which are probably wf 
oretacoous age occur on tho Stickeen in 
limited basins immediately to tho cast of 
the coast mountains; and rocks holding 
middlo or lower cretaceous marine fossils 
have a considerable development on 
the Lewes, whore they are associated 
with plant-bearing beds of the horizon 
(as determined by Sir W. Dawson) of the 
Laramie, or so-called miocene of the 
Mackenzie Rivor and Alaskan coast. A 
few fossil plants, which are probably of 
cretaceous age, wero also found at one 
place on the Pelly. The miocene proper 
ij represented in tho upper Liard valley 
by soft stratified rocks associated with 
basalts, and basaltic flows of limited ex- 
tent, and probably of the same ago occur 
on the Pelly, at tho confluence of that 
river with the Lowes, on the l.ittor river 
at the Canyon, and again in the Stickeen 
valley east of the coast mountains. There 
is not, however, in the entire region 
examined, any wido basaltic plateau. 
Some features of special scientific import, 
anco occur in connection with the super- 
ficial deposits and tho evidences of glacial 
action. True bowlder-clay is frequently 
seen in the river-soctions, and generally 
passes up into and is covoredhy important 
white or gray silty deposits, resembling 
thoso of the Nechacco basin in British 
Columbia, and of tho Peace River rogion 
to the east of tho Rocky Mountains, Thoso 
lator-glacial silts aro particularly wide- 
spread in tho Upper Yukon basin. Ter- 
ruces are generally conspicuous features in 
tho landscape, and extend ovon fa tho 
higher parts of the district, while water- 
worn and travolled stones were found to 
occur at a height of at least 4,300 foot on 
an isolated mountain near the watershed 
between tho Liard and Pelly Rivers. In 
the Lowes and Pelly valleys, traces of tho 
movement of heavy glacier ico in north- 
ward or Horth-weBtward directions wero 
observed in a number of places, the groov- 
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ing and furrowing being equally well 
marked Ht tho water-level and across the 
summits of hills several hundred foet 
higher. Tho facts are audi as to lead to 
the belief that a more or less completely 
confluent glacier-mass moved in a general 
north-westerly direction from the moun- 
tainous district south of the ...nil hern 
sources of tho Yukon, toward the less ele- 
vated country which borders the lower 
rivor within tho limits of Alaska. This 
observation, taken in connection with the 
evidences of the former northward move- 
ment of glacier ico in the Arctic regions 
to the east of the Mackenzie 
appears lo have very important heal- 
ings on theories of general glaciation. 
The discovery of small rounded bowlders 
or pebbles of jade (nephrite) on the upper 
part of the Lewes River ia a matter of in- 
terest. Though not actually observed in 
place, the material is evidently derived 
from the altered volcanic rocks, probably 
paleozoic age, which are abundant in the 
district. The theory that, the jade used 
by the coast tribes for the manufacture of 
implements was imported by them from 
Asia, if still buhl by any, can scarcely any 
longer be maintained as tenable. A sec- 
ond minor point of interest brought to 
light in connection with the expedition ia 
the existence of a very wide-spread de- 
posit of vulcanic ash iu the Upper Yukon 
basin. This generally occurs beneath the 
soil, but is distinctly newer than the silts 
or latest glacial deposits. It forms a layer 
which is seldom more than a few inches 
in thickness, and is doubtless to be attri- 
buted to some single great volcanic orup- 
tion of a date long antecedent to our his- 
torical knowledge of the northwest part 
of the continent.

The claim thus set up appears to bo 
founded on the exceptional title said to 
have been conveyed to the United States 
by Russia at the time of the cession of 

the Alaska Territory. The pretension 
which the Russian, government at ono 
time put forward lo exclusivo jurisdiction 
over the whole of Behring's Soa was, how- 
ever, never admitted either by thiB coun- 
try or by the United States of America. 
On the contrary, it was strenuously ro 
■isted, as 1 shall presently show, and tho 
American government can hardly claim tn 
have received from Russia riglit3 which 
thoy declare to be inadmissible when as- 
serted by the Russian government. Nor 
does it appear from the text of tho Treaty 
of 1867 that Russia either intended or 
purported to make any such grant; for by 
Article one of that instrument, Russia 
agreed to cede to the United States all 
the territory and dominion then possessed 
by Russia " on the continent of America 
and in tho adjacent islands " within cer- 
tain geographical limits described, and no 
mention was made of any exclusive right 
over the waters of Behring's Sea. 

Moreover, whatever rights as regards 
their respective subjects and citizens may 
bo reciprocally conferred on the Russian 
and American governments by treaty 
stipulation, the subjects of Her Majesty 
cannot bo thereby affected, oxcept by 
special arrangement with this country. 

With regard to tlio exclusion claims 
advanced in times past by Russia, 1 trans- 
mit to you documents communicated to 
tho United States Congress by President 
Monroe in 1822, which show the view 
taken by tho American government of 
these pretensions. 

In 1821 the Emperor of Russia had 
issued an Edict establishing "rules for 
the limits of navigation and order of 
communication along the coast of the 
Eastern Siberia, the north-western coast 
of America, and the Aleutian, K n-ile and 
other islands." 

The first section of that Edict said : 
"Tho pursuit of commerce, w lulling and 
fishing, and of nil other industry in all 
islands, ports, and gulfs, including the 
whole of tho north-west coast of America, 
beginning from Behring's Straits to the 
51st degreo of northern latitude; also 
from the Aleutian Islands to the cistern 
coast of Siberia, as well as along the 
Kurilo Islands from Bullring's Sea to the 
south cape of the Island of Arup, viz. : 
to the 45"50 of northern latitude, is ex- 
clusively granted to Russian subjects," 
and section 2 stated : "It is, therefore, 
prohibited to all foreign vessels not only 
to land on the coast and islands belonging 
to Russia, as stated above, but also to 
approach them within less than 100 
Italian miles. The transgressor's vessel is 
subject to confiscation along with the 
whole cargo. " 

A copy of those Regulations was olli- 
cially communicated to the American 
Secretary of State, by the Russian 
Ministor at Washington on tho lltb 
February, 1822, whereupon Mr. Quincy 
Adams on the 25th of that month, after 
informing him that tho President of tho 
United States had seen with surprise the 
assertion of a territorial claim on tho part 
of Russia, extending to the 01st degree of 
north latitude on tho American continent, 
and a Regulation interdicting to all com- 
mercial vessels other than Russian, upon 
the penalty of seizure and confiscation, 
the approach upon the high seas within 
100 Italian miles of the shores to which 
that claim was made to apply, went on to 
•ay that it was expected before any act 
which should define the boundary between 
the territories of the United States and 
Russia, that tho same would have been 
arranged by Treaty between the parties, 
and that "to exclude the vessels of 
American citizens from the shore beyond 
the ordinary distance to which territorial 
jurisdiction extends has excited still 
greater surprise," and Mr. Adams asked 
whether the Russian Minister was au- 
thorized to give explanations of the 
"grounds of right, upon principles gener- 
ally recognized by the laws and usages of 
nations, which can warrant tho claims and 
Regulations." 

The Russian Minister, in his reply, 
dated the 28th February, after explaining 
how Russia had acquired her possessions 
in North America, said : 

"I ought in the last place to request 
you to consider, Sir, that tho Russian 
possessions in tho Pacific ocean extend on 
the north-west coast of America from 
Behring's Strait to the 51st degree of 
north latitude, and on the opposite side 
of Asia and the islands adjacent from the 
same strait to tho 45th degree. The 
extent of aea of which these possessions 
form the limits comphronds all the con- 
ditions which are ordinarily attached to 
shut seas (mers fermies), and the Russian 
government might consequently judge it- 
self authorized to exercise upon this sea 
the right of sovereignty, and espec- 
ially that of entirely interdicting 
the entrance of foreigners ; but 
but it proforred only asserting its essential 
rights without takinsj advantage of locali- 
ties." 

On tho 30th March Mr. Adams replied 
to the explanations given by the Russian 
minister. Ho stated that, with respect to 
the pretension advanced in regard to ter- 
ritory, it must bo considered not only with 
reference to the question of territorial 
rights, but also to that prohibition to the 
vessels of other nations, including those 
of the United States, to approach within 
ono hundred Italian miles of the coasts. 
That from the period of tho existence of 
tho United States as an independent 
nation their vessels had freely navigated 
those seas, the right to navigate them be- 
ing a part of that independence, and with 
regard to the suggestion that "the Russian 
government might have justified tho exer- 
cise of sovereignity over the Paeilic Ocean 
as a close sea, because it claims territory 
both on its American and Asiatic shores, 
it may suflico to say that the distance from 
shore to shore on thisHea in latitude 5 l'nortli 
is not less than ninety degrees of longi- 
tude or 4,000 miles." Mr. Adams conclud- 
ed as follows. "The president is persuaded 
that the citizens of this union will remain 
unmolested in the prosecution of their 
lawful commerce and that no effect will be 
givon to an interdiction manifestly incom- 
patible with their rights." 

Tho convention between the United 
States and Russia of the 17th April, 1824, 
put an end to any further pretension on 
the part of Russia to restrict navigation or 
fishing in Behring's Sea ho far as Ameri- 
can citizens were concerned; for by Article 
I. it was agreed that in any .part of the 
groat ocean, commonly called the Paeilic 
Ocean or South Sea, tho respective citi- 
zens or subjects of tho high contracting 
powers shall neither be disturbed nor 
restrained, either in navigation or lishing, 
saving cortain restrictions which are not, 
material to tho present issuo, and a simi- 
lar stipulation in tho convention between 
this country and Russia in the following 
yoar (16th May, 1825,) put an end, as rn- 
gardod British subjoctH,to the pretensions 
of Russia to which I have referred, and 
which had been ontiroly repudiated by 
Her Majesty's government in correspon- 
dence with the Russian government in 
1821 und 1822 which for your more par- 
ticular information I unclose herein. 

Her Majosty's government feel sure 
that in view of tho considerations which 1 
havo set forth in this despatch, which you 
will communicate to Mr. Bayard, the gov- 
ernment of the United States will admit 
that tho seizure and condemnation of 
these British vessels, and the imprison- 
ment of their mastors and crows, wore not 
warranted by tho circumstances, nnd that 
they will be ready to afford reasonable 
compensation to those who havo suffered 
in consequence, unci issue immediate in- 
structions to their naval officers which will 



prevent a recurrence of these regrettable 
incidents. I am, etc.,

LORD LANSDOWNE TO SIR HKNHY HOLLAND. 

Ottawa, 19th January, 188S. 
Sir, — In reforenco to my former des- 
patches upon the subject of tho soizuro of 
Canadian sealing vessels during the year 
1880-87 by United States cruisers for fish- 
ing in Behring's Sea, I havo tho honor to 
report that my minister of marine and 
fisheries has received from the customs 
authorities at Victoria an intimation ad- 
dressed by the United .States marshall at 
Sitka, to Mr. Spring, tho owner of tho 
"Onward," ono of tliu three vessels seized 
in 1880, to tho ell'oct that that vessel as 
well as the "Thornton" and "Carolina," 
"with their tackle, apparel and furniture 
as thoy now lie in the harbor of Ounalas- 
ka," are to bo restored to their owners. 
A copy of this intimation is enclosed here- 
with. 

2. The information received by my min- 
ister is to the effect that tho conditions of 
these three vessels owing to tho length of 
time during which they havo boon lying 
on the shore is now such as to render it 
questionable whether thoy could under 
present circumstances be repaired and re- 
moved with advantage. The difficulty of 
doing this would bo increased from the 
fact that the vessels havo been released at 
a season of the year in which, owing to 
the great distance between Victoria and 
Ounalaska, it would be scarcely possible 
for the owners to lit out steamers for the 
purpose of going up to Ounalaska to re- 
pair their vessels and bring them home. 

3. 1 also enclose herewith a copy of an 
extract from a British Columbia news- 
paper (the name and date of publication 
are not given) from which it would appear 
that tho district judge has mado an order 
for the sale of the arms and ammunition 
taken from the throe schooners in ques- 
tion on the supposed ground that as the 
instructions sunt by the United Status 
government to Sitka for the liberation of 
the vessels made no mention of tho arms 
and ammunition on board of them, tho 
court concluded that these should bo con- 
fiscated and sold. It, would seem from 
tho same extract that the remaining vos 
sols hold in Alaska are not included in tho 
order sent by the United States govern- 
ment for tho release of the "Thornton," 
"Carolina" and '"Jnward," and are there- 
foru likely to bu sold with their contents 
and equipment. 

•1. 1 have already dwelt at sufliciont 
length upon tho extent of tho hardships 
involved to the crews and the owners of 
those vessels by the action of the United 
States government, and I will only upon 
the present occasion remind you that, an- 
other lishing season is approaching, and 
that as far as my government is aware, 
uo declaration has been made by that of 
tho United States in regard to the policy 
which it intends to adopt during tho 
course of tho year which has just com- 
menced.

Col. Stevens Heard I'rOIll. 

A San Francisco despatch says: R. J. 
Stevens, United States Consul at Victoria, 
British Columbia, is m the city, lie says 
opium rings in the Northwest still carry 
on their operations. "There are in Vic- 
toria," said Mr. Stevens, "thirteen opium 
refineries, tho product of which is val- 
ued at §1,250,000. The value of this 
opium in the United States would be 
nearly 83,000,000. Now it is absurd to 
say that this amount of stuff is used in 
British Columbia, and the custom house 
reports at Port Townaend fail to show that 
the duty was paid on this amount of 
opium. Tho natural and most probably 
the correct inference is that it is smuggled 
into the United States. There is a large 
force of customs officora at Port Towns- 
end, and a revenue cutter is always at 
their disposal, still smuggling goes on 
seemingly without their knowledge of it."

BEH RING'S SEA DISPUTE. 

Full Text of tho Correspondence Between 
Lord liiiiisdowne and the Imperial 
Authorities. 

Through tho kindness of Mr. E. C. 
Baker, M. P., The Colonist is enabled 
to give this morning tho full text of the 
correspondence between tho Dominion 
and Imperial authorities relative to the 
Bohring's Sea seizures dispute. It will bo 
fead with interest by the majority of our 
readers and will convey to them the posi- 
tion the question at present occupies. 

SHI HENttV HOLLAND TO LOUD LAJiSHOWXH: 

Downing Street, 14th Sept., 1887. 

My Loud: — With reference to previous 
correspondence, 1 have the honor to ac- 
quaint you for the information of your 
ministers, that the Marquis of Salisbury 
caused to be referred to the law officers 
tho correspondence which has passed re- 
specting the seizure of the three British 
sealing vessels, the "Thornton," tho 
"Carolina' 1 and tho "Onward," by tho 
United States revenue cruiser " Corwin 
in Bohring's Sea, and that they advised 
that a claim for compensation might prop- 
erly be made against the United .States 
government. 

1 telegraphed to you on tho 7th instant 
that it was proposed to prefer a claim for 
compensation against the United States 
government and enquiring what answer 
your ministers would suggest, but as at 
present advised it does not seem to me 
desirable to put forward the claims which 
accompanied your despatch, No. nine, of 
the loth of January, as some of them are 
apparently much exaggerated and a new 
issue would be raised as to tho reasonable- 
ness of the claims. 

In tho meantime the Marquis of Salis- 
bury has addressed the despatch, of which 
I enclose a copy to Her Majesty's Minis- 
ter at Washington desiring him to com 
municate it to the Secretary of State. 

Your ministers will, no doubt, take this 
matter into consideration at the earliest 
moment. I have, etc.

THE MARQUIS OF SALISBURY TO SIR I.. 
WEST ; 

Foreign Office, Sept. 10th, 1887. 

Sir : —By a despatch of the 30th ( )cto- 
ber last (No. 214)' the late Earl of Iddes. 
Leigh instructed you to call the attention 
of "the United States' Secretary of State 
to the circumstances of the seizure in 
Bohring's Sea, by tho American cruiser 
"Corwin," of some British Canadian ves- 
sels; and his Lordship directed you to 
state to Mr. Secretary Bayard that Her 
Majesty's government felt sure that if the 
proceedings which were reported to have 
taken place ill the United States' District 
Court were correctly described, the Uni- 
ted States' government would admit their 
illegality, and would cause reasonable rep- 
aration to bo mado to tho British subjects 
for tho wrongs to which they had been 
subjected and for the losses which they 
had sustained. 

By a previous despatch of the 9th Sep- 
tember you had been desired to ask to be 
furnished with any particulars which the 
United States Government might possess 
relative to the seizures in question; and 
on the 20th October you wore instructed 
to enter a protest on behalf of Her Ma- 
jesty's Government, and reserve for con- 
sideration hereafter all rights to compen- 
sation. 

Nearly four months having elapsed 
without any definite information being 
furnished by the United States Govern- 
ment as to tho grounds of the seizures, 
my predecessor instructed you, on the 8tb 
June last, to express to Mr. Bayard the 
concern of Her Majesty's Government at 
tho delay, and to urge the immediate at- 
tention of the United States Government 
to tho action of tho American authorities 
in thoir treatment of these vessels and of 
their masters and crews. 

On the 3rd February Mr. Bayard iu- 
formsd you that the record of the judi- 
cial proceedings which he had called for 
was shortly expected to reach Washing- 
ton, and that, without conclusion at that 
time of any questions which might be 
found to be involved in these cases of 
seizures, orders had been issued by tho 
President's direction for the discontinu- 
ance of all pending proceedings, the dis- 
charge of the vessels referred to, and the 
release of all persona under arrest in con- 
nection therewith. 

On tho 4th April, under instructions 
from me, you enquired of Mr. Bayard, in 
view of the approaching fishing season in 
Behring's Sea, whether the owners of 
British vessels might rely when not near 
land on being molested by the cruisers of 
the United States, and you again asked 
when tho record of the judicial proceed- 
ing might be expected. Mr. Bayard in- 
formed you, in reply (12th April) that 
the papers referred to had reached him 
and were being examined; that there had 
been unavoidable delay in framing appro- 
priate regulations and issuing orders to 
the United States vessels to police the 
Alaskan waters; that tho Revised Stat- 
utes, relating to Alaska, sections 1956 
and 1971, contained tho laws of tho 
United States in relation to the matter; 
and that tho regulations were being con- 
sidered, and ho would inform you at the 
earliest day possible what had been de- 
cided, so that British and other vessels 
might govern themselves accordingly. 

In view of tho statements made by Mr. 
Bayard in his note of the 3rd February, 
to which I have referred above, Her Ma- 
jesty's Government assumed that, pend- 
ing a conclusion of the discussion between 
the two governments on the general ques- 
tion involved, no further similar seizures 
of British vessels would bo made by order 
of the United States Government. They 
learn, however, from the contents of Mr. 
Bayard's note of tho 13th August, in- 
closed in your despatch No. 245 of the 
loth August that such was not the 
meaning which he intended should be at- 
tached to his communication of the 3rd 
February; and they deeply regret to find 
a proof of their misinterpretation of tho 
intentions of the United States Govern- 
ment from an announcement recontly re- 
ceived from the commander-in-chief of 
Her Majesty's naval forces in the Pacilic, 
that several more British vessels engaged 
in seal-hunting in Behring's Sea, have 
been seized when a long distance from 
land by an American revenue vessel. 

Her Majesty's government have care- 
fully considered tho transcript of record 
of the judicial proceedings in the United 
States District Court in the several cases 
of the schooners Carolina (?), Onward and 
Thornton, which wore communicated to 
you in July, and wore transmitted to me 
in your despatch No. 190 of the 12th of 
that month, and they cannot find in them 
any justification for the condemnation of 
those vessels. 

The libels of information allego that 
they wore seized for killing fur-seal with- 
in the limits of Alaska Territory, and in 
the waters thereof, in violation of Section 
1050 of the revised Statutes of the United 
States; and tho United States' Naval 
Commander Abbey certainly allirmud that 
the vessels wore seized within tho waters 
of Alaska and the territory of Alaska; 
but according to his own evidence thoy 
were soizod 75, 115, and 70 miles respec- 
tively, south south-east of St. George's 
Island. 

It is not disputed, therefore, that tho 
seizures in question wore elfectod at a dis- 
tance from laud far in oXcoss of the limit 
of maritime jurisdiction which any nation 
can claim by international law, and it is 
hardly necessary to add that auch limit 
cannot bo enlarged by any municipal law. 



THE METHODIST CONFERENCE. 

Tile Annual Missionary Meeting Held— Speeches 
By tlis Mliilonarleg-Sliiglng By 
tli liiPsa Mission. 



' Wustminstbr, May 10 Lul light the 

annua! Conference Mi.-.si in Mooting 

Wa., belli m the Methodist Churo'i in this 
city, Rev. E. Robsou, president, in tho 
chair. Alter devotional exercises, the 
tin speaker of the evening was Rev. 
T. Crosby, chairman of the Fort Simpson 
district and missions to the Tshimpseans, 
who, in a most practical address, illus- 
tr.itud the difficulties Methodist mission- 
aries lnivu to encounter through the in- 
dill'oroiico and unsympathetic action of 
the government officials. Mot ho list mis- 
nioi.s to the Indians, lie said, were almost 
despised by the government, yet the mis- 
sionaries of the the Methodist Church 
were tho men who had taught the Indians 
of the north tho arts of civilization, loyalty 
to the laws, and the throne of the 
British Empire love to the Church of 
Christ and abiding faith in Cod. Twelve 
hundred of the northern Indians to-day 
arc loyal members of the Methodist 
Chuieli. Presents of money had not been 
employ. 'il by Methodist missionaries to 
induce the Indians to become members of 
the church. The teachings of Christ as 
expounded and explained by Methodist 
missionaries bad brought about tho Re- 
formation. Mr. Crosby closed with sev- 
eral anecdotes of practical piety, arousing 
at once the sympathies and prayers of the 
congregation for the success of tho Indian 
work . 

KvV. VY. II. Pierce was the next 
spvaker, describing in « speech ol absorb- 
ing inl< rest the needs ihu mission field 
t\i liuiidiod Hides from the mouth of 
the Skoena river. The hundreds of In- 
dians surrounding the Forks of the 
Skeeiia aud still further inland were ask- 
ing for Methodist missionaries. Mr. 
Pierce's address was a powerful appeal for 
help, full of humor and pathos. 

Rov. J. Turner, .>f Kamloops, then ad- 
dressed the meeting, giving information 
of the results of mission work in and 
around his district. The report was an 
excellent one, showing the work to be in 
a most, prosperous condition. 

During the evening several Gospel 
hymns were sung by members of tho 
Chinese mission in this city who were 
accompanied by Miss Clarke on the organ. 
There were twenty-two Chinese present 
and their singing was wonderfully correct, 
the words being pronounced so plainly as 
to be easily understood by the audience. 
This mission is in charge of the Misses 
Clarke, lato of London, Out., and nothing 
could bettor show its success than the 
performance of the class last night. Many 
of these Chinamen have been converted 
from heathenism, and several of them are 
members of the church. 

A collection was taken up during the 
evening in aid of the mission and the sum 
realized amounted to about £28, which is 
a slight increase over last year.
